The follow ing letter is unsolicited praise about 
the Milford Valley irrigated lands from a recent 
purchaser.

It is a calm, unbiased description of con­ 
ditions as they exist today in Milford Valley. 


Milford, U tah, Aug 5th. 1914. 
Mr. J. J. Brown,

Dear Mr. Brown: 
I told you when I left Long Beach th a t I w as going to stop 
a t Milford and look at the Milford valley lands and would w rite 
you the result of my investigations. 
I arrived here day before 
yesterday and there was already a party of ten Im perial Valley 
farm ers, w ith one man from V entura and two from San Dimas, 
and as they were representative farm ers and fruit grow ers, 
I 
had the advantage of th eir judgm ent. 
Milford lies in a valley surrounded by 
m ountains 
p a the 
Salt Lake railroad and the town bus about 1700 or 1800 people. 
The railroad company has shops here aud employs a good num ­ 
ber of men. 
Surrounding Milford valley is quite an extensive 
mining d istrict and an extrem ely large range of cattle and sheep. 
This being a governm ent range and extending on the east to 
the Colorado line and on the south to the Arizona line. J am in­ 
formed th a t there are about a million and a half sheep and In 
the neighborhood of 200,000 cattle on it. 
This should provide a 
good m arket for everything the farm er can raise for the future 
and this is all the more true because there are only 15,000 acres 
w atered by the project, with little likelihood of any more being 
added. 
The company building this project built the 
B itter 
Root 
project in M ontana, tile Delta project above here and have in­ 
vested several million dollars of th eir own money. 
They .'are 
not prom oting, but have put th eir own money into building the 
system and w ait twelve years for th eir money for w ater righta. 
They a rc regarded us honorable men aud are not 
real 
estate 
prom oters. 
The irrigation system which I visited yesterday 
consists of a dam with a concrete core TO feet high, 350 feet 
thick and 1500 feet long, being built iii a gap in the m ountains 
and am inform ed that it holds 27,000 acre feet. 
It is built in 
the strongest way that I could im agine u dam being built. 
The 
canals and laterals are all finished and the new farm ers are 
now w atering their land. 
The land w atered by the system lies 
from I % to 8 miles south of Milford and is composed of a red 
lim estone loam. 
W ells dug forty feet show only soil all the way. 
In my opinion the land is as good as any land in the w est and 
the clim ate ideal, as good as Colorado or California, and I do 
not kuow of any more healthy place than this. 
The drinking 
w ater is found at u depth of about 40 to GO feet and is clear and 
cold. 
T he irrigation system provides clear, pure w ater for the 
irrigation. 
I visited M ineville, which lies directly south of the land 
and which has been under cultivation for forty years, and I saw 
as good alfalfa fields as I have ever seen. They were taking the 
second cutting, the shocks were so close together th at I should 
think the second cutting would go easily two tons to the acre. 
They say the first cutting is a little heavier, about two and a 
half tons, and the third cutting should easily be two tons. 
I 
would think it safe to figure six tons to the acre for alfalfa. 
I 
was in a field of oats th at were up to my shoulders and they 
should go nearly IUD bushels to the acre. 
W heat th at would run 
from 40 to GO bushels is everyw here on the tract, in fact there 
is not one field of oats, wheat or alfalfa th at is not first class. 
There is no spotted land. 
Some practical fruit men w ere here from V entura and San 
Dimas and together we visited the orchards. 
The 
trees 
are * 
breaking down with apples and I saw pear trees th st would 
grow 5 boxes to the tree. 
I saw the hest pluffi trees that I ever 
saw, ch erries both sweet and sour, all kinds of berries and as 
good gardens as you ever saw in California. 
Of course you will kuow from the above description th at I 
have appreciated the opportunity to get land at ISO an acre 
that I am morally sure will he worth not less than 98GG to 9250 
Inside of two or three years, ani I bought 80 acres and have 
asked them to hold the 160 adjoining me until you can come 
up and see It. 
Out of the party of ten from Im perial, V entura 
aud San Dimas but one did not buy and he was not financially 
able to haiidle It. This -shows w hat practical, well-to-do farm ers 
think of it also. 
I would advise you to come up here right away 
quick and look at tills IGO adjoining me, because I consider it 
extrem ely choice and I would not im agine th at It will be here 
very long considering the num ber of buyers coming all the time. 
They tell me they have an excursion coming up about Sat­ 
urday and lf you could possibly come on th at excursion I would 
advise you to do it. 
• I am leaving today for D enver to arrange my affairs there 
and will com e back and get my land in cultivation and would 
be glad to have you for a neighbor.
